Alderman Reilly requested data comparing Cease and Desist orders issued for the 17 months 
when BACP physically participated in CPD’s night missions vs. the following 17 months when 
BACP’s collaboration with CPD did not include BACP staff being physically present.  By 
providing CPD with access to licensing data and following up on police reports during normal 
daytime work hours, BACP has increased the number of Cease and Desist orders issued while 
eliminating the use of overtime and stopping the practice of inserting BACP investigators into 
dangerous situations for which they are not trained or equipped in the same manner that Police 
Officers are trained and equipped.
